It is suggestive and evil and lowers 
women in the minds of the generality 
of men. I will grant that the world 
is better in some ways, but religion 
has not the vital influence on life 
that it had formerly” 

“Is business being done on higher 
moral standards than it was when 
you were a young man? 

“I don't k so. A dishonest man 
was openly ked about in my youth 
and lost all standing in the commun- 
ity. Some men are honest nowadays 
for the reason that the laws make 
them so. A good many business men 
have reformed because they had to 
0 their practices or go to jail. 

“There are those who have always 
supposed that trickery is profitable. 
That is one of the blunders of ignor- 
ance and inexperience. Start two 
young men in life who are equal in 
ability, energy and opportunity and 
the one who is conscientious and up- 
right will outstrip the one who does 
not have those qualities. The first 
requisite for a man in business is 
eredit at a bank. I have never been 
afraid to go in debt, let me add, and 
I have always been a heavy borrow- 
er. An honest man, if he is indus- 
trious, careful and capable, can get 
eredit at the bank. The dishonest 
man can't and is deprived of his 
greatest and most helpful asset.” 

“Are the days of large fortune- 
making over in the United States?” 

“The politicians are doing their 
best to end even the days of moder- 
ate fortune-making. This 
country and it is very 
ing finished. Right in the rush of 
our development the politicians be- 
gan preaching discontent, in order to 
get into offices themselves, or to hold 
the offices they already had, and to 


assert that the profits of business 
should be no greater than 4, 6 or 6 
per cent. > 


OBSERVATIONS ABOUT PROFITS. 

“The limitation of profits in such a 
manner would end all new enter- 
prises. A retired man, his work done 


and wanting to pass the rest of his 
life in safety and leisure, will be sat- 
ed with a 4 per cent. gold bond or 
a 6 per cent. land mortgage. But the 
young, enterprising creator ot fac~- 
tories, mills, mines, and mercantile 
establishments will not take the risks 
of business on the hope of any such 
return. The work he does for hime- 
self and the public is worth more. 
“Who will hazard $10,000 or $100,- 
000, or $1,000,000 in a new railroad 
through an uninhabited country if he 
knows beforehand that in no event 
will he ever be permitted to make 
more than 6 per cent. on his invest- 
ment? The whole outlay may be lost 
with the promise of what? Four per 
cent. on bonds and, at the outside, 
6 per cent. on stock, provided it is 
earned and in most cases it is not. 
“A factory does not pay dividends 
in advance. Ground is broken, a 
building goes up, machinery. is 


placed, men are employed. These are 


the processes of the experiment. The 
reward, if all goes well, after the 
owners have lived in anxiety for 
months and the manager has walked 
the floor at night, is to be 6 per cent.! 
Of course, no factory is built. 

“When the wage-earners of the 
country are in idleness for a while 
they will grow weary of the control 
of business by politicans. I admit 
that there were evils to be corrected. 
Mr. Roosevelt pointed them out. ‘I 
am strong.“ he said, and the people 
believe in me. Vote as I order,’ he 
told Congress, ‘or I will see that your 
office-holding days are over.’ 

“Small oliticians, perceiving his 
success, tated him in words and 
conduct.

Uruguay, for an agricultural coun- 
try, may be assumed to have a pret- 
ty large debt, since the total now 
amounts to $138,000,000. Yet the re- 
public, which is on the gold stand- 
ard, and which has a dollar worth 
more than the dollar of the United 
States, holds high rank in European 
financial circles because of the cer- 
tainty with which its financial obliga- 
tions have been met. 
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A few months ago, when an 
emergency loan of $10,000,000 was 
wanted, Uruguay made vain efforts to 
place it in the United States. Uitt- 
mately it had to be placed in London, 
Paris and Antwerp, at 86%. This was 
not because Uruguay's credit was bad, 
but because the world’s money mar- 
ket was tight. Uruguay hopes that fu- 
ture loans may be placed in the 
United States on better terms. 

By far the larger part of the pub- 
lic debts of the South American coun- 
tries is held in England. While some 
of the loans which have been placed 
through London have been appor- 
tioned to other monetary centers in 
Europe, and have been absorbed on 
the continent, probably between 70 
and 75 per cent. of the obligations re- 
main in England. 

When the officials of the British ex- 
cise department are going over the in- 
come tax returns they look with com- 
Placency on the schedule of foreign 
government securities ag it relates to 
South Amefica.

Germany, until recently, has not in- 
vested much capital in the public 
debts of the South American coutries 
with whictr it has developed trade. It 
has, however, interested itself in Bra- 
Milan government securities. At one 
time the Deutsche Bank of Berlin held 
about 10 per cent. of the Chilean pub- 
lic debt. Later the German bank took 
a small Peruvian loan.

English banking groups have financed 
the leading South American countries, 
although not exclusively. The Lon- 
don Rothschilds are the bankers of 
Chile and Brazil.

The failure of American capital te 
interest itself in the South American 
loans has not been through lack of 
opportunity. There has not been a 
South American loan in the last ten 
years which hag not been brought to 
the attention of American bankers. 
Sometimes it was through the diplo- 
matic agents of the different govern- 
ments, sometimes it was through in- 
dividuals who held special commis- 
sions, or claimed to hold them, and

Friday, July 31.— Thinking to see 
something of Americans in Paris, I 
went today to the American Express 
Company. I certainly saw them in 
hundreds. The place was besieged. 
The line in front of the banking win- 
dow wound in and out between the 
posts of the office. They were a well- 
d good-looking lot, all most 
anxious about money. The express 
company was cashing their checks, 
paying them in either 60 or 100-franc 
notes. One nervous little American 
accustomed to the lightning methods 
of the United States, and aggravated 
by what he called this fool European 
by was wildly waving a handful 
of bills over the heads of the crowds. 
“What the h—” he shouted, “am I 
going to do with this?” 

There is a little lady here who, 
being entirely deaf and alone, is 
pecullarly helpless. Short of money, 
she wanted to cable for some and 
asked to help her out of the 
office. So he went to the window and 
sald: “This lady wants to ask some 
questions. She is deaf.” “Is she, 
really?” aid the clerk. “Well, she is 
to be envied. I wish I were.” “Yes,”

not possibly say,” was the answer. 

I must say that I was amused, 
amazed and appalled by the way the 
Americans take the situation. Part of 
it is excusable and part is not. One 
needs to remind oneself that they are 
tourists, traveling rapidly and with 
neither time nor inclination to post 
themselves thoroughly on conditions. 
Then, most grave of all, pitifully few 
of them either speak or read French 
and are blissfully unaware of the seri- 
ous articles published daily in the 
French papers, especially for strangers 
in Paris. The one English paper here 
is most wild with ite war news, repeat- 
ing fervently that Americans in Paris 
need have no cause for alarm, and

telling the people exactly what the 
order mobilization means in 
France? If it had done that; there 
be at least 1000 fewer Amer- 
in Paris. So sinister is that 
notice, so exact in detail, that no one 
could read it and not realize its con- 
vences. Translated it reads: 

“Rules for strangers in case of mob- 
ilization: Strangers without distinc- 
nationality will be able to 
leave the entrenched camp of Paris 
before the end of the first twenty-four 
hours of the day of mobilization. They 
will be able to use to the limit of 
places available, on payment of their 
ticket, a certain number of trains for 
commercial ser ce which will con- 
tinue to run to th frontiers until the 
end of the first da) of mobilization. 
They ought before they depart to jus- 
tify their identity before the Commis- 
sariat of Police. They Will not be al- 
lowed to go out ‘en automobiles.’ 

“Those who wish to leave Paris may 
do so by railroad under the following 
conditions: They may use the trains 
which will run to the frontiers (then 
follows a list of trains) to the end of 
the first twenty-four hours. 

“By sea they will be able to embark 
on any boat leaving before the end 
of the first day of mobilization (twen- 
ty-four hours.)

“Strangers not having quitted Paris 
the first day: 

“By decree of the President of the 
republic, all strangers without regard 
to age or sex of the following powers 
(then follows a list for and 
Austrians,) must leave.

Hungary ought to present themselves 
the third and fourth day of mobiliza- 
tion at the Commissariat of Police of 
their district, furnished with means of 
identity to explain their situation. 
They will be authorized to retain their 
domicile and will receive a perulet de 
sejoier.. They will not be able to go 
outside the entrenched camp of Paris 
unless furnished with a from 
the Commissariat of Police.’ 

This last applies, of course, to 
everyone in hotels and also to every 
American in Paris. 

So you see all foreigners are given 
twenty-four hours to leave Paris, and 
trains are to be at their service, but 
if all the Americans in Paris decided 
to leave on the same day there are 
not trains enough to carry half of 
them in time of peace, let alone times 
of war. After twenty-four hours the 
trains will all be needed for troops for 
from twenty-one to twenty-four days.

ITH the return of hundreds of 
motorists from the beaches and 
mountains, requests have been 


received for accurate information on 
the principel highways of Southern 
California. 


Officials of the Automobile Club of 


Southern California point out that 
during the summer the highway map 
of the State south of the Tehachepi 
has been materially changed. Road 
improvements have been started or 
finished during the summer months, 
removing old detours which the mo- 
torista became accusto: 4 to last 
winter, or adding new .

F YOU are in the habit of mono- 
gramming your linen you are, of 
course, on the watoh for some new 

idea with which to vary the monotony 
of initialing. As a rule, there is little 
outside the conventional wreath or 
medallion outline with which to inclose 
the monogram, and, while such 
“frames” are beautiful, because simpic 
of line, an occasional change is welcome. 
It you decide to embroider three im- 
tials on the linen, why not inclose them 
in a three-leaf clover? There would 


be one petal for each initial, and the 


effect is altogether pleasing and would 
immediately attract the eye of appre- 
clative embroidering friends. The clover 
leaf can be easily sketched at home, 
after five or ten minutes’ practice on
